ASHINGTON, Oct. $.—Recoge 
nition of the party led by Gen. 
Carranza as the de facto gov- 
ernment in Mexico was unanimously 
agreed upon today by the Pan-Amert- 
can conference as the step to be 
recommended to their respective gov- 
ernments, Secretary Lansitig, on be- 
half of the United States government; 
expressed his intention to recognize 
Gen. Carranza and the ambassadors 
of Brazil,. Chile, Argentina and the 
ministers of Bolivia, Uruguay and 
Guatemala transmitted tonight the 
decision of the Washington govern- 
ment, as well ag their opinions in 
agreement with it. Mr. Lansing has 
obtained the approval of President 
Wilson to the plan and before the 
conference began all the other min- 
isters in the Latin-American corps 
also tad given their adherence to it. 
The action of today’s conference 
Was regarded generally as the most 
important diplomatic step in the 
situation since the United 
tates decided to withhold recognition 
from the Huerta government, more 
than two years age. It means that 
the Carranza government will receive 
the moral support of the United States 
and that an embarikeé On Shipment of 
arms to opposing factions will be 
laid as soon as recognition actually 
is extended, which will probably be 


bwithin a fortni ght. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The conference was in session for 
three hours, after which Secretary 
Lansing made the following an- 
nouncement: “The conference, after 
careful consideration of the facts, has 
found that the Carranza party is the 
only party in Mexico which possesses 
the essentials for recognition as the 
de facto government. and they have 
so reported to their respective governe 
ments.” 

EXPECTATIONS. 

Offictals belie elements ifn 
Mexico will alieh. themselves with 
Carranza and that the iatter will him- 
self adopt a liberal attitude toward 
his opponents. permitting of a recon- 
ciliation of the various branches of 
the oricinal Const!tution4élist party, of 
which he was ore of the founders. 

Secretary Lansing made it clear

| Brutality. 
SLAVS EXECUTE 
POLISH JEWS. 


Many are Shot and Hanged, 
Others Get Knout. 


Soldiers Often Acted in a 
Spirit of Cruelty. 


Deserted Homes Plundered 
in the Recent Retreat. 


{[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

GODZ (Russian Poland) Sept. 25.— 
The Jews of Rusfian Poland, now In 
the hands of the Austrians and Ger- 
mans, appear to have suffered, prior 
to the Russian retirement, more than 
the normal amount of hardship im- 
posed by war. An investigation Dy a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
discloses that there was a _ rather 
promiscuous execution by the Rus- 


siams of Jews accused of espionage, 
that many persons were subjected to 
physical assaults of greater or less 
violence, committed with knouts or 
flats of swords, and that in many 


Places, chiefly out-of-the-way villages 
and rural districts, there was some 
plundering of Jewish shops and houses 
by the Ruesian soldiery. 

The correspondent visited the two 
chief cities of this dietrict, Lodz and 
Piotrokow. His proposal to visit other 
citiee—Kielce and Radom were named 
particularly—was met by the state- 
ment of Jews consulted that “nothing 
much happened in the cities,” and 
that the proposed trip would not be 
worth while. He questioned some 
Jews from the districts around Lodz 
and Piotrokow, but was not able to 
viait the small villages and the rural 
districts generally where the Jews al- 
lege most of the massacres plunder- 
ings, violations, etc., occurred. The 
outstanding feature, however, of every 
‘case investigated was that, in the 
words of one Jewish scholar, “noth- 
ing happened to the Jews without a 
previous denunciation.” In some in- 
ySstances this feature of the case was 
immediately admitted: in others it 
was brought to light by further in- 


quiry. 
TYPICAL CASE. 

A typical case of the latter sort was 
that of a Jew named Korlowski, a 
storekeeper at Malinitz, a villace near 
Piotrokow. The story first told to the 
, Associated Press representative was 
this: When the Russians came to 
Malinitz in November they were angry 
because it had come to their ears that 
some Jew of the village had boasted 
j cant the Germans would make short 
work of the Russians. The Russians 
lined up all the male inhabitants of 
the town and threatened to shoot or 
hang them unless the man responsible 
for the words complained of was 
delivered up. Thereupon Kozlowsk{ 
stepped forward, assumed responsibil- 
ity for the words in question, and was 
hanged. 

The correspondent finally succeeded 
in having a talk with Kozlowski's son 
and his father, both of whom wit- 
nessed the affair. When the Russians 
first entered the village they asked 
for Kozlowski. He had been hidden 
by a friend, but was eventually found. 
He managed, however, to escape from 
the soldiers guarding him, and the 
commander of the Russian regiment 
thereupon had all male Jews drawn 
up In a line and announced that all 
would be killed unless Kozlowski was 
delivered up. Kozlowski, informed of 
the threat, presented himself. He was 
~~ away by a squad of soldiers and 
shot. 

“But how 414 the Russians know 
there was a Kotlowski in town and 
why did they want him?” asked the 
correspondent. 

BETRAYED BY RIVAL. 


“A rival m business had sent word 
to the Russians that Kozlowski was a 
spy and that he was storing up goods 
for the Germans,” was the answer

DEATH OF BLOCKMANN. 

Israel Blockmann, an old man, told 
how the Russians took his son from 
the house on a Wednesday, and how 
the body was found two days later 
outside the city. He had been shot 
and bayoneted.

GERMANS KEEP SHELLING 
NEW BRITISH TRENCHES.

SHOP PLUNDERING. 


There was some plundering of small 
shops in Lodz by Russian soldiers, 
but it appears to have been of limited 
extent. Some shops were pretty well 
cleaned out and their fixtures thrown 
into the streets. As a whole, however, 
the procedure seems to have been as 
described by the owner of a small 
tobacco shop. } 

“The Russians would come Into my 
shop,” she seid, “point to some cigar- 
ettes and ark ‘how much” When I 
told them, they took a handful, said 
spaseeba (thank you) and walked 
out.” 

Some Jews told of cases where their 
countrymen had been badly beaten in 
the streets. 

Jews in Piotrokow said there were 
three days of plundering and riot- 
ing by Russian soldiers there, in 
which Jews generally were clubbed 
and whipped. One man's hand was 
broken, and five, they said, had cuts 
om the head. Seventeen of the city’s 
most prominent Jews were banished 
to Viatka. Seven hundred male Jews, 
it is declared, were assembled at the 
railway station and the Russians an- 
nounced that everf tenth man was to 
be shot. The local Russian pope 
(priest) knelt before the men with a 
cross and defied the soldiers to shoot. 
None of the Jews was executed. 

Six Jews are said to have been 
hanged at Suliojeff, charged with lay- 
ing in supplies for the Germans. 
Twenty-six are alleged to have been 
taken away from Brzczyn, of whom 
thirteen were afterward found dead 


and the other thirteen not again 
heard of. Six Jews, including a 
rabbi, are alleged to have been 


hanged at Subota, because they had 
harbored German soldiers. At Slupci 
& man named Hoffman is said to have 
been robbed and then killed while 
defending his wife; eight Jews to 
have been shot at Vioshova, charged 
with supplying provisions to German 
soldiers; a rich Jew at Novo-Radomsk 
to have been compelled to pay 2000 
roubles to ransom his daughter from 
Russian soldiers. 

In & number of instances the Jews 
appear to have fled before the soldiers 
reached their villages. In many 
of these cases their deserted homes 
are said to have been plundered and 
set on fire. The Poles, however, also 
suffered in many euch cases, leas 
from plundering than from burning. 


CURTAILS 
SALE OF LIQUOR. 


LANDLORDS AND DISTILLERS 
ARE IN DESPAIR. 


Restrictions Ordered by Govern- | 
ment Practically a Bar to Many 
Cafes and Restaurants and Profits 
of All Dealers will be Cut into to 
a Considerable Extent. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE) 

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—The restrictions 
regarding the sale of distilled liquors 
in Greater Berlin, which were pro- 
posed in August by Police President 
von Jagow to the governing authori- 
ties, have gone into effect. They are 
so drastic that landlords and distillers 
are In despair, and the general pub- 
lic feels that ita. indulgence in 
“schnapps” and simiidr drinks is to be 
very largely curtailed. 

The rules now laid down ford the 
sale of distilled Liquor except between 
9 a.m. and § p.m.—the sale in restau- 
rants having women waitresses and 
bar maids—the sale In “automatic” 
restaurants and the sale to drvnken 
persons. The liquor may be sold only 
for cash, and must be drunk on the 
premilees. 

Only casual @¢xamination of the new 
rules does not reveal how drastic they 
are. Relatively few persons, because 
of the late working and eating hours 


tunity to indulge in spirituous liquors 
until after the new closing hour. 

Secondly, scores of reputable res- 
taurants and cafes now have female 
emplovees in place of the walters, who 
have been drawn into the army, and 
therefore these cafes are barrej from 
making their former profitable sales. 

Thirdly, the proviston that the liq- 
vor must be drunk on the premises 
deals a blow to a bottle trade that 
heretofore has assumed considerable 
proportions, especially in the less pre- 
tentious cafes and saloons. Practi- 
cally the only provision to which there 
is no objection is that governing sales 
to drunken persons. 

President Von Jagow’s suggestion 
anent the restriction of distilled liquors 
included the provision that none 
should be sold after 7 p.m., and that 
only liquor of a comparatively high 
grade and cost might be dispensed. 

The distillers and liquor dealers 
breathed easier when they heard that 
the authorities did not favor anything 
so drastic, but all their hopes vanished 
when the authorities finally 4!id make 
public their new regulations. It is as- 
serted on every side that many cafes 
that do not specialize in beer—the 
so-called “wine roome’—will now 
have to close at 9 Instead of 11 or 1 
o'clock, and that many of them will 
have to go out of business. 

These cafe proprietors allege that 
they cannot understand the new or- 
der nor the reasons for it. For monthe 
now it has been forbidden to serve 
soldiers or sailors with distilled 
liquors, and they say that therefore | 
there is no military need for the rules. 
They maintain that there is a great 
sufficiency of liquor for army, medi- 
cinal and hospital needs now on hand, 
so that there is no necessity for extra 
measures to conserve the supply in 
this drastic way. Also, they assert, with 
the utmost positiveness, that Berlin 
suffers not at all from any undue in- 
dulgence in liquor which would require 
correction through restriction of the 
supply.

ARE LINING UP. 


FOES OF DEFENSE PROGRAMME 
RALLY THEIR FORCES, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 9.—Foes of a big army 
and navy programme in the Demo- 
cratic party are planning meeting here 
in advance of the regular session of 
Congress to rally their forces. A cal! 
will be sent out within a few days 
to members of Congress who are in 
sympathy with the movement to meet 
here the last week in November. 
Representative Warren W. Bailey of 
Johnstown, Pa., former Indianan. is 


taking the lead. He ts making a can- 
vass of the Democratic members 
through the medium of correspon4- 
ence and he says opposition to a big 
army and navy is as strong as ever. 
Bailey is waiting to have another con- 
ference with William J. Bryan be- 
fore announcing definite plans. Mr. 
Bryan is on his way here from tha 
South, and Bailey has an appointment 
with him. 

“All that I can say about Mr. 
Bryan,” said Mr. Bailey, “is that he has 
on his fighting clothes.”’ k 

In a statement concerning the com- 
ing conference, Mr. Balley said: 

“I have received many letters from 
members who opposed big naval pro- 
grammes last year and almost uni- 
formly they declare in unequivocal 
terms that they will oppose big ex- 
penditures for ‘preparedness’ in the 
coming session. Personally, my posi- 
tion is well known. The country is in 
no danger from foes without: and it 
will be in no danger from foes with- 
in if it shall put an end to privilege 
and monopolistic control, especially of 
natural resources. 

“The madness should not go fur- 
ther than that which is attempting 
to drive Congress to plunging the 
country into debt for the purpose of 
providing defenses against an imag- 
inary aggressor. There is not a nation 
on earth that has any reason for mak- 
ing war on us, and no nation will be 
stupid enough to do so unless we fur- 
nish the occasion. And this is pre- 
cisely what the aposties of ‘prepared- 
ness’ will do if given their way. Some- 
times I think that is what they wish 
to do. They talk peace but they want 
war. It should be remembered that 
the greatest jingo of them all 
lamented at the close of the difficulty 
with poor old decrepit Spain that 
there ‘wasn’t war enough to £0 
around.’ ”’

BEAUTY. 


Results are Already Scen. 


More than Twenty Thousand Dollars in Awards Given 
Fresh-faced Children and Their Schools as Nineteen-_ | 
fifteen General Committee Closes Garden Book—Fine 


E 1915 General Committee 

closed up its garden book yester- 
day, and also wrote “finis’”’ to its 
own activities, as well as those of the 
City and County Beautifying commit- 
tees, after awarding $21,925 in prizes at 
Exposition Park to the successful con- 
testants, 1000 in number, fn the coun- 
try’s premier floriculture contest. 
It was a derby gathering of 2900 
fresh-faced girls and boys and doting 
parents; the ringing down of the cur- 
tain on a contest that engaged the 
attention of more than 100,000 chil- 
dren during the twelve months im- 
mediately past. 
Following a brief programme, iIn- 
cluding a concert by the Los Angeles 
City and County Band and addresses 
by Chairman Flint of the 1915 Gen- 
eral Committee, Superintendent of 
County Schools Keppel and Super- 
intendent of City Schools Francis, 
the prizes were awarded, in their 
respective divisions, by Chairman W'il- 
liam M, Bowen of the City Beautifying 
Committee and Chairman J. L. Mat- 
thews of the County Beautifying Com- 
mittee. 

The grand prize of $1000 for the 
most beautiful flofal effects in mu- 
Ricipalities outside of Los Angeles 
went to Pasadena, while the East 
Whittier Grammar School won the 
special $400 prize for the most beau- 
tiful schoolhouse and grounds, with- 
out regard to sige. This schoo! also 
— the first prize of $400 in its 
c 


In addition, prizes ranging from $75 
to $400 were awarded to thirty-eight 
county schools In eight divisions, and 
prizes of from $25 to $250 to forty- 
five city schools in a similar number 
of divisions. There was also a spe- 
cial prize of $25 given Las Virgines 
Echool, near Calabasas, where Miss 
Mattie Wolfe and her six scholars cre- 
ated one af the prettiest school gar- 
dens in the county, in spite of the 
necessity of hauling water a mile. 

CLUBS ALSO WINNERS. 


The county awards also included a 
women's club division, in which the 


Shakespeare Club of Pasadena won 
the first prize of $400, the 
Santa Monica Woman's Club 


the second prize of $200, the Pomoga 
Woman's Club. third, $100, and the 
Fast Whittier Woman's Club, fourth, 
$75 


In the home garden division there 
were prizes ranging from $2.50 to $35, 
with over $00 children participating 
in the distribution. Sienificantly, the 
southeastern portion of the city scored 
heavily in the awards, while the Fif- 
ty-first-street school, with but eighty 
pupils, had not only the largest indi- 
vidual list of home-garden prize win- 
ners, fifteen, but also had perhaps the 
most tastefully-decorated grounds in 
the city. Much of the good work of 
this school is due to the principal, 
Mies Flizabeth Shirley, who is an en- 
thusiast on gardening. 

With more than £600 children con- 
testing and a iong list of schools to 
choose from, the judges had a diffi- 
cult task. In a number of cases, so 
infinitesimal was the advantage of one 
school over another in its Class, or 
one home garden over a second, that 
the Gordian knot had to be cut by 
splitting the prize. 

Throughout the addresses there was 
special emphasis on the success of the 
beautifying contest. In fact, so suc- 
cessful was it in attaining the aim 


bare school ot home grounds, that va- 
rious interests are now working to the 
common end of perpetuating the con- 
test as a yearly feature. 

EFFECTS OBSERVED. 
Already, as Superintendent of City 
Schools Francis stated, the Board of 
Education has gone on record as fa- 
voring increased attention to garden 


culture. Ip the county, the mothers 
ahd fath of the several districts 
have had their eyes opened to the ad- 
vantages of planting trees and flowers 
and shrubs. According to members 
of the County Beautifying Commit- 
tee. a direct outgrowth of the contest 
was the expenditure, in the several 
districts, of a total of $100,000 for im- 
provements such as cement curbings 
and sidewalks. 

The programme at Exposition Park 
included a vocal solo by Mae Golden, 
a cornet solo by B. J. Teazle, a fancy 
dance by Tuddie Minor and Lester 
Barnes, and the singing of the “Star 
Spangled Banner” by the assembly.

OAKLAND, Oct. §.—Penologists, so- 
celal workers, judges and State and 
county officers from all parts of the 
United States attended tonight the 
opening session of the annual conven- 
tion of the American Prison Associa- 
tion. Several hundred delegates were 
present. 


After an invocation by Archbishop 
E. J. Hanna of San Francisco, and 
an address of welcome by Mayor John 
L. Davie, Joseph Perkins ers of 
Philadelphia, president of t asso- 
ciation, formally opened proceedings 
with an address on “Prison Reform.” 


FROM BYERS'’S ADDRESS. 


“The causes of crime lie outside 
our penal and correctional institu- 
tions,” he said. “Just as boils on 
the body are indications of disorders 
in the blood, so are these institutions 
symptoms of disease In the body poli- 
tic. Our prisons and reformatories 
are, you pleas¢, hospitals for the 
care and treatment of those who, 
through criminal! conduct, have shown 
symptoms of criminal character. 

“But symptoms are good only for 
diagnosis. If we stop here We shall 
never effect a cure. We shall have 
to go On passing new laws and devis- 
ing new penalties as long as we shut 
our eyes to the causes that make 
laws and penalties and institutions 
necessary. The causes of crime ex- 
ist, for the most part, outside these 
institutions, and ft is on the outside 
_ we must apply the real reme- 

es.” 

President Byers discussed the ex- 
tent to which feeble-mindedness com- 
plicates the problem of crime pre- 
vention and stated that “the strong- 
hold of crime in the United States is 
defended a standing army of not 
less than 400,000."

President Byers reviewed the his- 
tory of prison reform movements, 
pointing out particulars In which he 
thought progress had been recorded. 
Of the shortcomings of the present 
system he said in part: ° 

“We are still experimenting with 
prison labor with some fair hope that 
in the State-use plan we have found 
a rational substitute for contract la- 
bor. We have proven beyond any 
question that prisoners may be safe- 
ly and profitably employed outside 
the prison walis, but this is not true 
of all prisoners. 

“We have not yet recognized the 
prineiple of indemnification by the 
State for wrongful !mprisonment. 

“Our prison school systems, with 
a few notable exceptions, are systems 
largely in name only. 

“We have gone all too slow In re- 
quiring parents to pay for the whole 
or partial support of their delinquent 
children. 

“We are still cufity of the folly of 
punishing chronic misdemeanants by 
repeated short sentences.”

STANDS FIRMLY 
AGAINST BONDS. 


Chamber of Commerce Reaf- 
firms its Objections. 


No Right to Burden Taxpay- 
ers, Resolution Says. 


City Now Pays Four Thou- 
sand in Interest. 


Taking the position that this is not 
the proper time to plunge the citv and 
county Into unnecessary and unwar- 
ranted expenditures, the board of di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerce 
issued a statement yesterday reaffirm- 
ing their unalterable opposition to the 
proposed bond issue of $2,850,000 for 
highway construction. 

“We have no moral right to place 
too large a burden of taxation upon 
those who follow us,” says the state- 
ment. “Los Angeles city pays two- 
thirds of the taxes of this county and 
is burdened at this time with a bonded 
indebtedness of nearly $40,000,000. 

“Add two-thirds of the present 
bonded indebtedness of the county 
($3,500,000) for roads and the pro- 
pemeé issue to be voted on, and the 

nded indebtedness of the city will 
run close to $45,000,000. In addition 
to this amount the city is contemplat- 
ing the issuance of nearly $5,000,000 
of bonds and the county $6,000,000 for 
flood control. The city is now paying 
over $4000 per day in interest alone.” 
It is also pointed out that certain 
road. work contemplated under this 
bond issue is anticipating construction 
the State proposes to do under a bond 
issue of $16,000,000, which will come 
before the people for sanction the 
coming year. The point is alsé made 
that those manifestly interested should 
shoulder the larger share of construc- 
tion cost, where the building of roads 
ss this time seems desirable or obliga- 
ory.

ACTION FOLLOWS HEARING. 


This action is again taken after 
hearing representatives interested in 
the construction of the propos®d roads 
in the Antelope Valley and after care- 
ful investigation by the chamber’s 
Committee on Boulevards, Parks and 
Roads. 

At the méeting of the directors the 
following report of the Boulevards, 
Parks and Roads Committee was 
unanimously adopted: 

Your committee feels very keenly 
that the building of expensive high- 
ways in the mountain sections and of 
constructing paved roads in other ter- 
ritory should be shared by those jnter- 
ests that are abundantly able, and thus 
carry out the very wise policy of the 
Board of Supervisors adopted some 
time ago of furnishing rock and oil 
and the most interested citizens pro- 
viding the balance of the funds need- 
ed for the completion of said roads. 
Under this policy 200 miles of paved 
highways have been and wil! be built. 

The cost per mile of building this 
200 miles was $9546.23. 

The county proportion by furnishing 
rock and oil was $3745.75. 

Amount provided by improvement 
districts, etc., $5800.48. : 

The total cost of the 200 miles for 
the county through policy adopted of 


furnishing rock and oil would be 
$749,150. 
The total cost to road districts, etc., 


would be $1,160,096. 

Making a saving to the county of 
$1,160,096, and doing no injustice to 
the owners of the frontage on these 
roads and adjacent thereto. 

If the bonds are favorably acted 
upon such roads passing through val- 
vable territory will be built entirely 
by county funds. 

UNJUST TO CITIZENS. 

Your committee would ask, is this 
fair and just to the genera! public 
and particularly to those citizens who 
have already contributed to the build- 
ing of the 200 miles of road now com- 
pleted and under process of construc- 
tion? 

As to the mountain roads we con- 
sider that it is not the proper time 
to plunge our city and county into 


reaffirmed their action of August 4,’ 


fof nearly $5,000,000 of bonds and the 
county $6,000,000 for flood control. 
The city is now paying over $4000 per 
day in interest aione. 

We also feel that the county should 
proceed along the line of more per- 
manently improving the present good 
roads, eliminating grade crossings and 
add every protection possible to avoid 
the reckless killing and maiming of 
s0 many of our citizens, before add- 
ing any additional mileage to our 
good roads system. 

Your committee feels that it is the 
duty of the Chamber of Commerce to 
Kive such publicity as they can con- 
sistently, so that the public mav be 
well informed upon all the d@fferent 
Phases of this important subject. It 
is needless for us to refferate what 
we have so often said before that we 
fully realize the importance and 
value of good roads, but we feel that 
good judgment and fairness to the 
people should control our actions on 
all these public matters, and that we 
should be conservative in what we 
do and stand in a position where we 
- give to all the people a square 


We, therefore, respectfully ask ap- 
proval of the foregoing and beg to 
recommend that the Chamber of 
Commerce again take a _  ~»position 
against the proposed bond issue for 
county roads.

judgment against the California De- 
velopment Company in the sum of 
458,247, om the ground of negligence 
which resulted in the levee break. Dis- 
trict officials protested against pay - 
ing this sum, saying that the plant 
had been offered for sale the year be- 
fore its submergence for $65,000. 
President Hamilton said tonight that 
the district had always stood ready 
to pay the full amount of the judg- 
ment with interest despite its unrea- 
sonableness if payment would mean 
transfer of the property to the district. 

The relations between the Espee 
and the salt works has been one of 
bitterness. An interview with C. W. 
‘Brockman, ¢irector of the Imperial 
Irrigation District from the Calexico 
district, recently divulged that an un- 
derstanding between the railroad and 
the salt works existed at the time the 
suit was filed. Ill feeling developed 
and when the Bordwell decree charged 
the railroad with fraud in the acquisi- 
tion of the Mexican subsidiary com- 
Pany, and its attorneys of nettifoggery 
as Well as giving priority to the salt 
works claim, William F. Herrin, chief 
counsel for the railroad, ordered an 
appeal, and efforts of the district to 
have the appeal dismissed as another 
condition to a settlement with the salt 
works failed, the attorney holding out 
for a Supreme Court decision that the 
integrity of the transactions ques- 
tioned by the lower court might be 
vindicated. 

Delay in the acquirement of the 
California Development system by the 
district brought on an agitation against 
members of the board of directors. 
The members answered that nothing 
could be done until the Supreme 
Court decision was handed down. Re- 
call petitions have been filed against 
Directors Brockman and Hamilton. 
There was some speculation tonight 
as to what effect the decision would 
have on the campaign. 

Marvin W. Conkling, attorney for 
the board, said tonight that the dis- 
trict would undoubtedly be in posses- 
sion within ninety days or four 
months. He believed the decision pro- 
vides a basis of settlement which will 
obviate the necessity of judicial sale, 
The district's contract with the rail- 
road specifies that it will bid in the 
Property at judicial sale, providing 
what cash is needed to pay prior cred- 
{tors and taking district bonds there- 
fore. Mr. Conkling tonight made the 
following statement: 

“As between the Southern Pacific 
Company and the New Liverpool Salt 
Company, the decision means that the 
salt company loses and the Southern 
Pacific wins its contention with re- 
spect to the Mexican properties, Judge 
Bordwell’s findings of fraud on the 
Part of the Southern Pacific being set 
aside. To the Imperial Valley it 
means that an end of litigation is in 
sight and that the property will soon 
be sold at public sale, at which sale 
the property will be bid in for the Im- 
peria! Irrigation District. 

“The Supreme Court has affirmed 
that portion of Judge Bordwell’s de- 
cree which holds that the American 
and Mexican properties must be held 
together and the whole sold as one 
system. The decision holds that the 
salt company has no lien on the Mex- 
icam portion of the system and that 
the Southern Pacific's lien on the 
American properties is secondary to 
that of the salt company. 

“In order to give effect to this find- 
ing the Supreme Court has ordered 
that the lower court appraise the 
value of the American and Mexican 
properties separately. The two prop- 
erties are then to be sold as one en- 
tire system. The proceeds are then 
to be applied fret to the payment of 
costs, receiver's certificates and bonds 
amounting to about $1,390,000. What- 
ever remains of the proceeds of sale 
will be divided between the South- 
ern Pacific Company and the salt 
company in the proportion that the 
value of the Mexican property is 
found by the court's appraisement to 
bear to the value of the American 
properties. It is a well-recognized 
fact that the Mexican properties are 
much more valuable than the Ameri- 
can properties. The Mexican prop- 
erties include land worth $1,000,000 
or thereabouts and the Mexican canal 
property can be operated independ- 
ently of the American canals. The 
American property is practically 
worthless without the Mexjcan. The 
principal thing of value in the Cali- 
fornia Development Company system 
is the concession to carpy water 
through Mexico and the exclusive 
Mexican rights of way. What is on 
the American side is worth the cost 
of duplication and no more. It be- 
ing so apparent that there is nothing 
for the salt company in further liti- 
gation and the minority bondholders, 
Booz Duncan et al, having nothing to 
gain by further litigation it dught to 
be possible to arrive at an amicable 
settlement, which will put the dis- 
trict in possession of the property in 
the near future. Inasmuch as the 
district by its contracts with the 
Southern Pacific has acquired all the 
rights of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany the decision is a victory for the 
district.” 


QUICK WITS SAVE

SIGNS OF STEADY PROGRESS IN 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA'S 
BROAD DOMAIN. 


One of the largest realty deals made 


in Imperial Valley since the subdi- 
vision of the 47,000 acres of former 
Southern Pacific lands in the north- 
ern end of that district has been 
Glosed by Lee Little, a pioneer resi- 
dent of Calexico, who has purchased 
2000 acres adjacent to Calipatria. The 
land will. be put in cotton and grain, 
half to each crop. Mr. Little went to 
the Imperial Valley in 1902, and in 
1905 began ranching on the Mexican 
side of the line just south of Calexico. 
There he has already developed 6000 
acres, which next year will be leased 
out to cotton growers, while he clears 
and plants the tract just purch. sed, 


Reports from the Palo Verde Val- 


ley declare that there are something 
like 8000 acres of alfalfA in that re- 
gion. Scarcely any of this land, it is 
stated, ig being utilized to its full 
advantage, owing to the difficulty of 
Setting the crops to market. Most of 
the farmers, in fact, now raise but 
little more than enough of the hay to 
supply their own needs. All this, Say 
the valley people, will be changed 
when the railway now building from 
Blythe Junetion on the Santa Fe to 
the town of Blythe shall have been 
completed through the territory. 
Fourteen miles of the route have al- 
ready been built and the rest is being 
pushed ahead. 


Substantial progress is reported in 


the development of the 3500-acre 
tract of the Orosi Farms Corporation 
adjacent to the town of East Urosi, in 
Tulare county, and in the townsite {t- 
self. The company has just completed 
a crushed-rock road through its lands. 
Orchardists in the vicinity are per- 
fecting plans for a packing-house. 
TheOrosi Farms Corporation is now 
completing the work of putting in a 
system of streets, sidewalks and gen- 
eral improvegnents at East Orosi, 
where several buildings are under 
way and others planned.

BEANS A SUCCESS. 


The bean industry in the San Fer- 


nando Valley is only in its infancy, 
but promises to become one of the 
most important branches of farming 
in the whole of the annexed territory. 
The blackeye bean is the only variety 
given a fair trial so far, and where- 
ever the fields have been irrigated, 
the results have been most satisfac- 
tory. 

The largest yield per acre reported 
this season was twenty-one sacks, 
while several farmers report fourteen 
and sixteen sacks. A peculiar feature 
of bean culture is that the yield in- 
creases ench yvear that beans are 
grown on the same ground, the ten- 
dency of the plant being to augment 
the supply of nitrogen in the soli. 

Satisfactory results have been ob- 
tained from small fields of Hender- 


son's bush lima beans, M. Martin re- 
porting a crop of ten sacks per acre, 
with irrigation. imas are consid- 
ered more profitable than other varie- 
ties and the acreage will be consider- 
ably increased the coming season. 

A few experimental fields of tepary 
beans were planted this season. 
Seven acres of this crop on the Ma- 
rian Acres ranch produced at the 
rate of twenty-two sacks per acre, 
without irrigation. 

With plenty of Irrigation water 
available for next season it is prob- 
able that at least 6000 acres will be 
planted to beans another season. 

BUILDING ACTIVITY. 


New buildings to the value of 
nearly $500,000 are now in process of 


construction in the San Fernando 
Valley. and many more structures, 
notably new residences, are planned 
for the near future. 

The Owensmouth High School will 
cost $108,000; the Marian grammar 
school, $55,000, and the Chatsworth 
grammar achool, $34,000. Other 
large buildings are the $200,000 resi- 
dence of Harold Bell Wright and the 
large country home of Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis. All these improvements 
are now well under way. 

Some fifty smaller residences are 
bélng built over the valley, a number 
of these being in the vicinity of San 
Fernando. Several new homes are 
going up at Van Nuys and a number 
of sales of lots have been made re-

cently to persons who contemplate 
building. 

At Marian the first business block 
is being erected by J. M. Johnson, at 
the northwest corner of Sherman Way 
and Reseda avenue. It will be a one- 
story building, with white srick front, 
Four residences are also being built 
at the same place, while the Owens- 
mouth district is gaining eight new 
home places. 

NEW SCHOOL A MARVEL. 

The magnificent new High School 
Building now being erected at Owens- 
mouth is attracting much «attention. 
The building will be one of the great 
educational institutions of the State, 
and is one of the splendid acquisi- 
tions made by Los in anpex- 


ing the valley territory. 

Sixteen stately Cortnthian columns 
adorn the front of the building, pro- 
ducing an imposing effect not ob- 
tained in any other edifice of its kind 
on the Coast. This superb facade, 
even in its incompleted state, is an in- 
spiration to all who see it. 

Another unique feature of the 
school is the open air gymnasium 
and Greek Theater planned for the 
rear of the building. A facade of ar- 
tistic artificial columns will extend 
back for a Jistance of ninety feet, ter- 
minating in a stage upon which open- 
air plays may be produced.

They have found Ambassadors dic- 
tating to United States residents and citi- 
zens the lines upon which they should shape 
their conduct toward the United States and 
its industries. They have become cognizant 
of threats, open and covert, made against 
residents and citizens of the United States 
who failed to respond to every demand of 
the governments whose auth rity they had 
long since abjured. They have had it borne 
in upon them in a variety of ways that, un- 
der the present system of receiving imm!- 
grants and granting citizenship, the United 
States, in reality, has no control over the 
hordes that under normal conditions scram- 
ble through the immigration station gates 
as heedless of the hospitality « tended to 
them as they are of the obligations that go 
with it.” 

These acts of hyphenated Americans are 
an infraction of the duty of neutrality due 
by this country and all o° its citizens to 
the European belligerents. Naturalized for- 
eigners who leave this country to enter the 
army of their native land violate the oath 
on the strength of which they obtained 
their naturalization papers, and their cer- 
tificates of naturalization should be can- 
celed, for their action was incompatible 
with their duties as American citizens. 
They involved conditions, adjustments and 
compromises tnat have nothing to do with 
frank, free and unquestioning devotion to 
our country and our flag. 

When the European war shall close, an 
immense number of discharged soldiers 
from both armies will seek our shores. 
It is only just to our own people that Con- 
gress prescribe the terms upon which they 
should enter our country and on what terms 
they should be suffered to acquire citizen- 
ship. Certainly we ought not to add to 
the number of “hyphenated Americans.”

PRESIDENT WILSON’S TARIFF 
PROBLEM.

HILE the trade conditions which fol- 
4 low the close of the war cannot be 
clearly foreseen, many fear that the 
return to productive industry of the mil- 
lions of soldiers now under arms will cause 
our own manufacturers to suffer from the 
dumping of European goods upon our mar- 
ket, and that against it, under the opera- 
tion of the existing tariff, we will be help- 
less. These forebodings may be unfound- 
ed; nevertheless, the true method of meet- 
ing such a condition would be by the appll- 
cation of the remedies provided by our ex- 
isting laws ds construed by a tariff commis- 
sion, rather than by the enactment of new 
laws or regulations, the ultimate effects of 
which could not be foreseen. 
The conditions which would beset our 
commerce from such dumping would be in 
nowise different from the ordinary condi- 
tions of competition, excepting that they 
would be exaggerated. Inasmuch as the 
attack upon industries, which this dumping 
involves, is—except in degree—essentially 
the same as the normal competition to 
which we are subject, the remedy should 
be the same, namely, tariff regulation. If a 
body® of trained experts, such as should 
constitute a tariff’ commission, were in 
existence to dea) with the future problem 
its solution should be largely simplified and 


conspicuously a complex and 
everchanging subject which vitally affects 
every branch of both our internal and our 
foreign business.

Abroad like varying 
conditions exist and, furthermore, the costs 
differ largely in different countries. There- 
fore, to attempt to ascertain the cost at 
home and abroad for any commodity brings 
about no useful result. Duties must even- 
tually be determinei wholly upon the basis 
of indifference in selling prices. 

Congress will never relinquish its consti- 
tutional right of dealing finally with tariff 
legislation, and ought not to do so. The 
work of the tariff commission must, then, 
consist of some such functions as these: 

To ascertain which industries may legiti- 
mately be classed as “infant industries” and 
still require tariff protection. ‘iInus, the 
manufacture of dyestuffs, hitherto highly 
developed in Germany alone, is an infant 
industry in America, one that will require 
continued protection after the close of the 
current war. 

To study the commercial effects of the 
tariff in order to so adjust tariff schedules 
as to promote, and not discourage, our ex- 
port trade. 

To study also the effect of the free list 
upon American commerce and to ensure 
that reciprocal advanteres are given to us 
by those nations benefiting from it. 

To determine the application of maximum 
and minimum rates, so as to ensure the 
greatest possible reciprocal advantages for 
American export trade. 

To suggest to Congress from time to 
time the general legislation necessary for 
the accomplishment ofthese purposes, Con- 
grees enacting into law the general prin- 
ciples involved while the application of the 
principles in detafl becomes the duty of 
the commission. 

The proposal resolves itself into the re- 
placing of a large and unwieldy body of 
men who, at best, are only adventitious ex- 
perts, with a small body composed of men 
selected on account of their previous train- 
ing as practical experts. The opinion of 
the country, in approval of the charge, has 
been continually developing and solidifying 
during the past ten years.

FINE MARKET CONDITIONS. 


Hardly one of them but did not feel 
‘the pinch when the war dropped the 
bottom out of the market. With the 
maximum acreage in the valley's his- 
tory they had anticipated good prices 
but when picking time came the mar- 
ket was at its lowest ebb, and as the 
winter drew along 6 to 7% cents were 
the prevailing quotations in the val- 
Cotton men now say the prices 
remained low rather because of the 
failure of a large New York firm whode 
interest in the market had been mere- 
ly speculative and the immediate clos- 
ing thereafter ofthe cotton exchange, 
than because of an oversupply. De- 
apite the fact that the American crop 
jast year amounted to 16,000,000 bales 
but a small surplus was carried over. 
Against this figure an estimate for the 
current crop of 11,000,000 bales was 
made by the government in Septem- 
ber. Besides a greatly decreased acre- 
age, the ravages of the boll weevil 
have been felt heavily in Texas and 
other States, even Georgia. Some 
Gamage to the crop resulted also from 
the Galveston storm and the more re- 
cent one in Louisiana. With a cur- 
tailed crop and abnormal! consumption 
by ammunition makers here and 
abroad, some cotton men in the val- 
ley see 15-cent cotton as a possibility. 
However, 11 to 13 cents is a price 
which satisfies the cautious growers 
and although the first picking has 
served to settle the obligations of most 
of them, there is no evidence of an 
fmclination to hold their product 
against a rise in the market. 

With the coming back into its own 
of cotton, second staple of the world, 
@ rejuvenating touch has been felt 
in all iines of business in the valley. 
Ta Calexico, to which 75 per cent. of 
the cotton land is tributary, announce- 
ment is made that P. FE. Carr, Ed

_ brothers will each rear a substantial 
business building within sixty days. 
But, of course, the greatest change 
fs in the condition of the growers 
themselves. 

PROSPECTS SPLENDID. 
T. M. Berry, who has been growing 


cotton thirty years, will tel! one that 


the war rendered him completely 
“broke.” He rented 710 acres from 
Lee Little at $10 an acre and will 
gin over 800 bales, he eavs. At a 19- 
cent price the revenue wil! be $40,000, 
half of which will be profit. 

There is John H. Owen, who comes 
from Hill county, Texas, which is in 
the black land belt. In that county 
they raise 300,000 oales a year, Mr. 
Owen says. Last year he was left high 
and dry, too, From Peter Barnes he 
leased 250 acres on a rental basis of 
‘ome-quarter of the crop. Mr. Owen es- 
timates it will run 350 bales, which 
would be eighty-seven bales for Mr. 
Barnes. Mr. Owen figures a low cost 
of production, $16 a bale exclusive of 
rent, or $5600. The revenue on his 
share of the crop will net $7550 at a 
10-cent figure, with an additional 
bonus of $5 per bale on 263 bales 
for every rise of 1 cent in the quota- 
tions. His field is among the smaliest 
fim the Barnes tract. 

“If a man can’t make a bale to an 
acre something is wrong with him,” 
he said in Calexico a few days ago. 
“Back where I come from half a bale 
to the acre ie a good average and it 
cost 8 cents, at least, to produce. Here 
@& man can grow cotton for 6 cents 
@ pound and not have to worry about 
rains or insects either.” 

Of coursé these men were financed 
to Some extent and that is a story U- 
lustrative of enlightenea self-interest. 
It is a question, say cotton men, if 
the acreage below the line would be 
half what it is but for the interest of 
an Imperia! Valley oil and cotton com- 
pany, of which J. B. Spear is man- 
ager. The collapse of the market left 
some growers in such straits that even 
the grocery bill was unpaid. With un- 
certain collateral and what were con- 
sidered doubtful prospects, the cotton 
company, without any accompanying 
publicity, secured Mr. Goree because 
of his knowledge of the Calexico dis- 
trict and began making loans at in- 
terest rates which the banke had 
charged, securing an option on the 
ginning of the borrower's cotton. 

The details of the loan were differ- 
ent from those known in the valley 
before. Instead of lump sums, money 
was paid out only: as needed for work 
‘and water. Mr. Goree kept in int!- 
,mate touch with the growers, with the 
/result that the money borrowed went 
(to the crops. Two hundred thousand 
was loaned on this arrangement. The 
‘company’s contract fully protected it, 
‘but growers were able to put in an- 
other crop, and had not the company,

‘The Globe Milling Company, the cot- 
jton mills at Oakland, the British- 
American Mercantile Company and 
‘other interests, have offered to loan 
jon cotton as high as $40 a bale, al- 
‘though $30 is closer to an average, the 
Joan depending upon quality and mar- 
quotations. 

EARLY HISTORY. 

The valley cotton industry dates 
from 190%, when there were 900 acres 
jgeneted. Before that time Ira Aten, 
Cc. R. Rockwood, Loftus 
land B. F. McDonald had been among 
ithe early experimenters. The story is 
told that the first cotton grown in the 
‘desert tn California sprouted at Indio 
fn the 80's, and was recognized as cot- 
ton by Martin Marsh, then keeper of 
‘the hotel there. It was accounted for 
as having grown from seed dropped 
from a box car. In 1910 the valley 
acreage was increased tenfold and a 
14-cent price led to an acreage of 14.- 
000 im 1911. That year 81-4 cents 
was the prevailing price and the acre- 
age shrunk to $200, but that 
Drought 12% cents and 22.000 acres 
‘were get out in 1913. It brought 13% 
cents and the 1914 planting was 46.,- 
600, but the war hammered the price 
to about 7 cents, and in some  in- 
stances even lower. 

Today there are seven gins in (a!- 
exico, two each in Fl Centro, Imperial, 
Holtville and Seeley. and one each in 
Heber, Brawley, Calipatria and Wiest. 
Calexico has two oll mills and a com- 
preas, which, with the gins, represent 
an investment of $500,000 and give 
employment to 375 men during the 
geason. Largely through the efforts of 
J. West, manager of the Calexico 
Compress Company, the Southegn Pa- 
cific has made Calexico a concentrat- 
ing point, a privilege allowed tuo but 
few. cities In the country. Cotton may 
be shipped to Calexico from other 
points and be compressed, the charge 
for the local haul being rebated. Im- 
perial’s importance as a shipping point 
was also increased last week by the 
ertablishment of a compreas plant by 
the Mutual Cotton Company. 

The prevailing types of cotton be- 

w the line are Rowder. selected for

W. E. Wilsie, on whose 
Place it was firat tried out, says its 
chief characteristic is untformity of 
fiber, making it particularly desirable 
for yarn-making purposes, in which 
variation produces unevenness. The 
Americag Yarn Agen¢y has had offi- 
cials in the valley and has buyers 
there now. Although slightly more 
seed cotton is necessary to produce a 
bale of lint than the short staple, 
Durango commands a premium of 
about 4 to 5 cents over the shorter 
staple. Some time ago the First Na- 
tional Bank at Seeley made public an 
announcement that it would favor 
loans on Durango over those on short. 
At Calexico two gins have been in- 
stalled to handle the longer staple. 


HARVEST METHODS. 


Picking on the American side is 
done mostly by “Texas boys,” al- 
though Mexicans and negroes are used. 
It is not an unusual sight to see picka- 
ninnies playing in the mountains of 
cotton, and Los Angeles moving-picture 
concerns frequently go to the valley 
for southern plantation scenes. In 
the Baja California, the picking is 
done by Chinese coolles. 

There is no export duty and Gov. 
Cantu, realizing the importance of the 
industry, co-operates with the growers 
whenever possible. One firm, Coates 
& Williams of San Francisco, has 100 
mules and thirty wagons at Calexico 
to haul the cotton to the gins. Two 
wagons, having corrugated sheet-iron 


sides as a fire precaution, and a ca- 


pacity of five bales each, are joined 
and hauled to town by a team of ten 
mules. Lee Little has twenty-six 
wagons in the same service. 

At the gins the lint is separated 
from the seed and utilization of the by- 
products is like the pig—"‘nothing lost 
but the squeal.” The oil is shipped in 
tank cars to Los Angeles for use in 
food products and also in soaps. A 
meal is caked, which is shipped to 
the Northwest to feed sheep and cat- 
tle. The hulls are sold for stock fat- 
tening purposes. The ginning costs 
$4.50 a bale but the gins will pay $6 
for the seed.

Although word has just 
been received that the New Orleans 
market had dropped firty points to 
11% cents, his cotton sold for .121090. 


and the most of this § cotton 
will go through Los Angeles Har- 
bor. Lott TT. Wei, representa- 


tive of a Chinese trade commission, 
recently investigated the cotton situa- 
tion In the valley and indicated that 
shipments to that country would be 
increased. Jake Arnold, for whose 
father the cotton town of Arnold, 
Miss., was named, estimates that 50 
per cent. of the valley's crop will go 
across the Pacific this year. 

T. J. West of the Calexico Compress 
Company makes the point that the 
cetton which is shipped by the water 
from here will give the Imperial Val- 
ley product an individuality and if 
the fiber has superior spinning quali- 
ties, that fact will soon become known. 
Until last year it was shipped through 
Galveston or New Orleans and con- 
sequently bore the names of those 
towns. 

The newest cotton land in the val- 
ley is that about Calipatria and Niland. 
A deal has been consummated where- 
by 10,000 acres will be in cotton next 
year. Below the line, Peter Barnes 
has surveyors out running lines pre- 
paratory to digging a high-line canal 
above 3000 acres of desert land at the 
south of the Mt. Signal district, 
and these next year will be in cotton.

That the symphony concerts this 
season will far surpass in excellence 


_ those of any previous year goes with- 


out saying from the adoption of the 


plan of daily rehearsals for the mem- 


bers of the organization. The benefits 


of the new system are so manifold 
that they will undoubtedly make 
themselves apparent at every turn. 
The musicians will have constant 
communion with the works of the 


masters, instead of giving but one day 


a week to the ensemble rehearsal of 


great compositions, as heretofore, 
while the remainder of the time was 
Slled in with cafe and theater engage- 
ments, etc., with little space for seri- 
ous practice. An opportunity for at 
least a certain amount of the latter 
will now be afforded by the regular 
salary paid the performers. 

All this helps to raise the standard 
of musicianship in this city severa! 
notches higher than heretofore. It is 
to be hoped that the public at large 
will respond in a fashion to warrant 
the continuance of the project for all 
time to come. 

The fulcrum around which musical 
activities in such a city as this re- 
volve ig the symphony orchestra. It 
goes a long ways to establish—in fact, 
Pp establishes —the music 
standard. Therefore whatever is done 
to bulld up its organization, expand 
its functions and place its members 
on a higher footing, helps greatly the 
upbuild of m effort, and in- 
cidentally of culture. 

Another benefit of the new plan will 
be the presentation of a larger num- 
ber of concerts in the surrounding 
towns. For the past several years the 
orchestra has been making these lit- 
tle side trips, and they have strength- 
ened its prestige and added to its in- 
herent potentialities.

When such 
works as a Bruckner and Berlioz sym- 
phonies and Strauss's “Till Eulenspie- 
gel” are to be played, music devotees 
may well smile their approval. These 
works have been intentionally reserved 
for the later concerts, in order that 
they may enjoy the fruits of thorough 
study.

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THE WINNING OF LUCIA. By Amelia E. Barr. 
D Appleton & Co., New York. 


‘6 HE WINNING OF LUCIA” Its Mrs. 
T Barr's sixty-sixth or more novel. 
She is 84 and reported to be the 
mother of fifteen children. All of which 
Sainte-Beuve would consider of extreme im- 
portance in a review, notwithstanding the 
fact that it isn’t. 
In this novel is presented a reversal of the 
usual procedure in villains. The father of 
Lucia, for some eighteen years, has consid- 
ered Lord Fenwick a dissipated scoundrel, 
unfit for association with decent men. 
The Lord presses his sult with Lucia, wins 
her heart, and at a quiet, brief little family 
discussion, explains away all the circumstan- 
tial evidence that has so long overshadowed 
his reputation, 
Second section. The Lord’s mother, from 
her death bed, and for no particular reason 
except perhapa to make complications in the 
story, sends Lucia a letter disclosing that 
he has two sons by another woman and is 
fond of her and is taking good care of them. 
Lucia is broad-minded about such little 
episodes in a man’s life, and finds cause to 
praise the Lord for his good care of his bas- 
tards and mistress. 
Third section. The mother’s death delays 
the *wedding for a year, for it is proper that 
the Lord should be in mourning that long. 
But he settles his estate on his flancee—an 
extremely rich estate it is—and dies. 
Fourth section. Licia is, within a very 
brief time, consoled by another suitor, and 
lugging along the late Lord's gold, they set 
sail for the Happy Isles—honeymoon land. 
And when the book is finished, one won’ 
ders what it has all been about. It gets to 
an ending and that is about all, for it is dif- 
ficult to get a focus on the central idea of the 
story. The plot naturally falls in sections 
as marked off, and incidents seem to have 
no value except as an excuse for words. It 
is well written, the style has an easy and 
sustained movement, but the plot construc- 
tion is so disjointed as to be almost baf- 


fling. 


ARTZIBASHEF’S FORTHCOMING ‘IOVEL. 
No European fictionist—since Suder- 
man’s “Song of Songs” appeared—seems 
to have made such rapid strides in Amer- 
fean favor as Artzibashef. Last January 
saw the publication of that extraordinary 
novel “Sanine,” and it is still the subject of 
as much discussion as during the first few 
months following translation. Immediately 
thereafter came “The Millionaire,” with its 
two novelettes and a short story. Judged 
solely by literary standards this was an even 
more pronounced success than “Sanine.” 
Now “Breaking-Point,” described by its 
publisher, B. W. Huebsch, as Artzibashef's 
greatest novel, is announced for publication 
on September 10. Those who have read it 
in the Russian or in the German or French 
version are positive in declaring its supe- 
riority to “Sanine.” It possesses features 
similar to those which made “Sanine” no- 
torious before it became famous, but it is a 
more comprehensive view of Russian life. 
In spite of the inevitable morbidity, the be- 
trayals, seduction, duels and suicides, there 
are balancing elements in the patient, la- 
conic village physician and the tubercular 
actress with their unfulfilled love. Pathetic 
victims are Lisa and Nelly, trusting women 
too delicate to weather the storm in which 
they are blown about. 

It is “Breaking-Point” rather than 
“Sanine” that explains Artzibashef's com- 
manding position in contemporary fiction.

JAPANESE DRAMATUT cy. 


TALES FROM OLD JAPANESE DRAMAS. By 
Asataro Miyamort. (Professor of English in 
Kelo University. Toky¢@) Fourty-four llustra- 
tions. G. Putnam's Sons, New York. 


NDEPEAWENT of the “classical” and “ro- 

manticist” and “miracle” influence, Ja- 

pan—isolated and apart from that re 
puted fountainhead of all earthly culture, 
Greece—has, during the past thousand 
years, developed a drama that Prof. Miya- 
mori shows to be strangely analogous to 
the evolution of dramaturgy in ghe Occi- 
dent. 

“Tales from Old Japanese Dramas,” con- 
taining an expository introduction, shows 
that the growth of the drama lias been 
characteristic of the literary progress of 
other countries that have attained a high 
degree of art. 

The action motif is much the same as 
that in all lands: love, honor, courage. 
These dramas often show an intricacy of 
plot, a progression of incidents and com- 
plications that is surprising and gives them 
a sustained interest that more nearly re- 
sembles our complicated novels than our 
dramas—than even the tangled and twisted 
plots of the Elizabethans. 


The Japanese drama is divided into four 
classes, or rather into the four classes into 
which poetry and drama naturally fall: 
Lyrical, farcical, pure drama and the epical 
drama. 

The stories of eight dramas are related. 
Most of them are characterized by an ob- 
jectivity of recital—the lack of prejudice by 
the author against any character—that is 
signally in contrast with the work of our 
earlier dramatists, and is an attitude only 
lately assumed by contemporaries. “The 
Treason of Mitsuhide,” for instance, tells 
of the revolt of a br-ve warrior against his 
lord, and though a vital and intricate story, 
it is related as by a historian writing of an 
event so far removed as to e!’minate all 
personal feelings on the part of the author 
except the artistic desire to show how each 
character feels and suffers. In the love 
stories, however, the villain is not so likely 
to escape the Japan-se author's contempt. 
An appreciation, belated anc inadequate 
as it is, for the grace of Japanese pictures 
and art, rather anticipates the poetical qual- 
ity that is not absent from these dramas. 
The tales not only have an interest of 
narrative, but are of especial value to stu- 
dents of the drama; and not only to stu- 
dents of the drama, but to those who wish 
to see the national life of the Japanese as 
reflected in their most popular literature— 
a literature full-blown before the national 
barriers were razed and the influence of 
aliens crowded upon the Island Kingdom.

HAMPIONSHIP almost “inevitably 
means authorship in these days, and 

Jerome Travers, national golf cham- 
pion 1915, is no exception to the rule. We 
suspect him of having had that book ready 
for the publisher’s hands-in intelligent an- 
ticipation. 

“The Winning Shot” is tactfully dedicated 
to the duffer in golf, and although he can- 
not resist laying down a few valuable hints 
on how to win championships, the book is 
largely a 19th hole causerie of delightful 
reminiscence of great matches and great 
golfers. He tells of certain superlative 
shots, achieved with both inimitable skill 
or buoyant temperament, and the chapter 
devoted to single shots that have won 
championships is reading to a 
devotee of the game. 

But perhaps the chapter devoted to the 
fair golfer, in which he credits her with a 
more even temper, a sweeter disposition and 
all-round good sportsmanship, will evoke 
the most discussion. He even dares to rec- 
ommend the lordly male to emulate in some 
degree the star women players, who make of 
the game a delightful recreation rather than 
a grim business, and lose nothing in skill 
thereby. 

It is interesting to observe that he gives 
temperament 20 per cent., experience 15 
per cent, luck 15 per-cent. and skill 560 per 
cent. of the credit In the successful game, 
although he insists that in many individual 
cases temperament can be placed as high 
as 55 per cent., for which he cites many 
notable examples. 

Altogether. “The Winning Shot” is a 
pleasant addition to the ever-growing golf 
library, readable and interesting. a

There is nothing of the correspondence 
schoo! facility of promise about it; it is not 
constructed to make an orator out of a 
plowboy over night or to increase “your” 
income after the first chapter. 


“Kleiser’s Complete Guide to Public 
Speaking” offers a wealth of quarried ma- 
terial for the plugger, the man or woman 
with the inner urge fighting for improve- 
ment—seeking the will o’' the wisp perfec- 
tion and getting values unpurchasable out 
of the struggle. 


Mr. Kleiser did not write the book. He 
compiled and edited it. Old and modern 
authorities, great speakers, great essayists, 
great critics have been pressed into serv- 
ice and from their work is taken what 
seemed appropriate and valuable to those 
concerned with public spedking. A com- 
plete index, comprehensively arranged, as- 
sists the general classification and offers a 
key to the 640 pages. 


Mr. Klelser is widely known as a~ author- 
ity on public speaking, he has founded 
public speaking clubs in three countries 
and is the author of some ten or twelve 
books on the subject.

ISS LAGERLOF is the only woman 
M to whom the Nobel prize for litera- 

ture has been awarded, and it was 
“for the reason of the noble idealism, the 
wealth of imagination, the soulful quality 
of style, which characterize her work.” 

“Jerusalem” is not exactly a novel, but 
largely stories about the same people. It 
is not so permeated with idealism as much 
of Miss Lagerlof'’s work, but it is sustained 
by a nobility of thought, it reaches a depth 
of sympathy, that is no less absent from the 
fiction of our own contemporaries than is 
appreciation for it absent from the public 
they serve. In these stories ‘there is real 
spiritual quality—not pious sentiment and 
a lot of parochial adjectives, not thé smirk- 
ing godliness of the consciously good. 

The opening chapter, “The Ingmarssons,” 
lays the foundations for subsequent stories 
by showing the ancient line of this noble 
peasant family, something of their tradi- 
tions and why the father of each generation 
is called “Big Ingmarsson.” The theme is 
one realists would revel in: A young girl 
kills her child because her marriage is 
delayed and is sent to prison. But instead 
of sordidness, there is loftiness of treat- 
ment. 

There are little tragedies and tragedies 
that wreck, but Miss Lagerlof does not deal 
with hopelessness. The lives of the peas- 
ants are shown, their ideas, loves, religious 
groupings and heroism. Kepressed pathos is 
in such a story as “At the Schoolmaster’s,” 
but its logical sequel, “In Zion,” is tinted 
with suppressed humor. “Heligum” dupll- 
cates in miniature the search for the “true 
faith” that is unceasing and universal. 
“Karin, Daughter of Ingmar,” has many in- 
cidents, some reflecting sorrows and others 
the quiet fortitude of the Ingmarssons. 


“Loss of the "L’Univers” is a remarkably 
graphic study of a ship that goes down at 
sea and the way in which people go to their 
death. 

There are many stories, and all excepting 
the “Loss of the L’Univers” are of the 
peasants who, before the book is finished, 
become as old friends, well known and in- 
spiring affection; friends in whose quiet 
destiny there is strong interest. 


“VIOLETTE OF PERE LACHAISE”. 

“Violette of Pere Lachaise” by Anna 
Strunsky Walling (Frederick A. Stokes 
Company) is the “subjective biography” of 
a girl living with her grandfather in a 
flower shop by a cemetery. It is a study

Gesign | am offering you today calle 
for a great amount of cutting after 
thousands and thousands of stitches 
have been made. There has been a suc- 
cessful revival of cutwork for bureau 
scarfs, buffet or serving table covers 
and cushions. It is, therefore, necessary 
that ovr circle of embroiderers should 
have a piece of work displaying this 


’ type of fancy work. 


Only ene end of the scarf is shown, 
but as an exact duplicate of the design

qe intended for the other end, you will 
bave no difficulty tracing it. The little 
strip of border shown along with the 
design for the scarf end is to be ex- 
tended to the opposite end of the scarf. 
I advise you to select a fine quality of 
linen for the scarf. Let it be long 
enough to fit the top of the bureau, 
dresser, table or buffet on which you 
wish to use it Do not let it extend 
over the sides. 

The little crosses or the X marks in- 
dicate the portiong that are to be cut 
out. The double lines are to be em- 
broidered with buttonhole stitches, the 
purled edge of the stitches facing in- 
ward. The bridges that are to be 
‘pullt'’ from puried edge to purled edge 
can be made as One buttonholes, or 
they can be made after the buttonholing 
ia finished. To make each bridge, make 
one straight stitch and then buttonhole 
over and over jhe etitcR) or just wrap 
the thread around if until! @ firm bridge 
results or it has the appearance of a 
coord. Twisted threads are favored fer 
thie purpose, because they work up so 
quickly, but they are not so durable as 
the untwisted. 

If possibile, wash the material before 
cutting out the little blocks, Turn the 


scarf on the wrong side to do the ¢ut- 
ting and use scissors having fine points. 

Satin or eyelet stitches can be used 
for the center and five petals of the 
flowers. The satin stitch is a straight 
over-and-over stitch that is closely 
worked together, thus forming the wun- 
broken satiny surface from which it 
derives its name. | think, however, 
that the eyelet stitch ig more in keeping 
with the general lacy effect of the de- 
sign. The first step in the making of 
an evelet is to outline the oval or the 
circle with a plain running stitch, such 
as is taken in ordinary sewing. The 
material ig cut insi le each oval or citele 
from one end to the other. Fold back 
on the wrong side the clipped edges of 
the material with the needic, while the 
opening thus formed is «verhanded with 
a very short, close, slanting stitch. 
Care must be taken to hold the fabric 
stretched according to the thread, or 
else the opening will be misshapen and 
the work drawn in effect, and satisfac- 
tory laundering will be impossible. 

The acalloped epds of the scarf should 


be first padded and then buttonholed. 

Although cutwork is usually done in 
all white on white linen, many agreeable 
combinations are possible from an ap 
tistic blending of colors. Brown stitches 
on tan linen look very well, and delft 
blue on an oyster-white background is 
most fetching. Dark gray thread used 
on light gray linen is pleasing. 

When placed on 3 polished surface a

LUEBBIRDS for happiness! And 
isn't it @ paradox, when you 
come to think of it, that i 

takes bluebirds to drive the blues 
away? Surely, no one could get up 
with the blues in a bedroom so 
charmingly decorated with the little 
birds of good omen. Probably that is 
why the designers have selected the 
bluebird pattern for an attractive 
bedroom set that will tempt the most 
indifferent needleworker. The grace- 
ful fight of birds is suggested in 
the four birds that are used for all 
three articles pictured. 

The embroidery on the pillow, as on 
all the articles, ie done on white linen 
or crash in four shades of blue. he 
stitches are almost entirely of the 
long-and-short variety for fAlled-in 
work, and the birds are worked very 
nearly solid. For the woman who 
stencils, a painted background will 
make the embroidery a more simple 
matter, even plain outline stitches 
sufficing to delineate the bird and 
wing outline. The two darker shades 
of blue cotton are used for the bor- 
der of running stitches. A cluny 
lace has been used to edge thir pl!- 
low, with a blue ribbon a trifie nar- 
rower ae a lining for the lace and to 
set off the pattern.

If you are clever 
with your pencil as well as your nee- 
die, draw a flock of bdluebirds, or at 
least four representatives of the 
flock, and with carbon paper trans- 
fer your design to pillow top, scarf 
ends, laundry bag, whisk holder, pin- 
cushions; even curtains and  »bed- 
spread. For a guest room the blue- 
bird treatment is especially suitable, 
as the occasional guest {s not so apt 
to tire of the repeated design ae 
would one who is obliged ‘to sleep 
and live daily in the same room. 

If you are contemplating making 
a set of this kind, you will find it 
better to use a sixteen-inch crash 
toweling. One yard and a quarter 
will make the pillow, from a yard 
and a half to two yards of toweling 
for the dresser scarf, according to 
the len«th of the dressing table, and 
a yard and a half for the bag. Thus 
for lees than a dollar you can buy 
the material for the entire set, mak- 
ing the practicality of the set as a 
gift something to be considered.

The smai 
doilies accompanying the cloth are 
different from the luncheon eloth, in 
that each is embroidered with a tri- 
angle formed of the black darning- 
stitched banding. At each point of 
the triangle there is a bovquet 
(slightly emaller than that used upon 
the cloth) of roses and forget-me- 
nota. 
Then, too, there are pretty luncheon 

sets of natural-colored linen embroid- 
ered in colors. These natural linen setg 
are, however, more favored for bungalow 


and porch use than for. the winter 


luncheon table, Luncheon sets of oys 
ter-white linen are, however, used for 
the winter sets. Both the natural and 
oyster linens are being worked in col- 
ora. \ 

Boudoir pillow slips are now inter 
preted in color. They are «still made of 
dainty white batiste, drawn over white, 
blue and pale pink pillows, respectively, 
but the embroidery is being done in de- 
lightful pastel shades and in silks. There 
is more or less of a return upon all pew 
embroidered articles of the solid stitch. 
This revived solid stitch is more or less 
modified. It is a little looser, a lit- 
tle more spread, and the silk or 
merceriged cotton used is somewhat 
heavier, so that while a solid effect 
is obtained, it is obtained with far 
leas time and trouble than formerly. 
Quite frequently the new 
etitches are combined with the new- 
old stitch, and very effectively, too. 

Bureau scarfs are brighter than 
ever. For some time past scarfs for 
the dresser, dressing table and chif- 
fonier have been gay, but that gay- 
ety has increased.
